July 2 6 .—Only four killed 
aud a dozen injured is the almost mir­ 
aculous result of the collision of the 
Pennsylvania Express going seventy 
miles an hour, carrying fifty persons, 
and meeting a loaded coal car descend­ 
ing a long grade at the highest possi­ 
ble speed, at Trebeins station Thurs­ 
day night. The train carried two mail 
cars. a baggage car, a day coach and 
four Pullmans 
It left Dayton twenty 
minutes late and was running to make 
up lost time 
It was dark and the 
engineer could see nothing of the dead­ 
ly coal car that was running wild until 
bls headlight fleshed the dashing ob­ 
struction upon his vision 
There was 
no time for checking speed. 
There 
was a hideous crash; the coal car was 
torn to small pieces; the engine was 
turned over, a shapeles wreck. All the 
cars except the two rear Pullmans 
wore thrown into a heap together, and 
to add to the horror a gas tank under 
one of the cars 
exploded and the 
wreckage caught fire. 
To the presence of mind of Clarence 
Kin* aid. treasurer of the Colonial Dis­ 
tilling company at Trebeins. was due 
the 
prevention 
of 
another 
fearful 
wreck. 
He was the first man to reach 
the scene. 
In the confusion and ter­ 
ror of the situation, he alone remem­ 
bered that a fast freight was about 
due. 
He telephoned to Xenia, only to 
find there was no way to stop that 
freight by telegraph. 
He then called 
the agent of the Cincinnati. Hamilton 
A Dayton road, which parallels the 
Pennsylvania between Xenia and Day­ 
ton, and succeded in getting him to 
go with his lantern and flag the freight 
before It plowed through the wreck­ 
age. 
Help from the Xenia and Day­ 
ton file departments was obtained to 
extinguish the flames. The passengers 
who «*#< aped did ail in their power to 
rescue those less fortunate. 
Work­ 
men in the vicinity an I residents gave 
valuable assistance. 
Strange to say. 
under such »in umstanct s only four 
persons were killed: 
Engineer Wil­

None of the Injured was seri­ 
ously h u rt 
It was generally supposed that sev­ 
eral passengers in the day coach were 
burned to death, but the railway offi­

no passengers 
were burned in the debris. 
It is be­ 
lieved by many that Lorenz Tracy of 
this city. who was expected at home 
on that train was lost, but his friends 
think he changed his mind and was 
not on the train 
Nothing, however, 
has been beard from him. 
The coal 
car which w as the < ause of the disas­ 
ter was 
being switched 
at 
Xenia, 
When Yardmaster Sullivan saw that 
the brakes would not work he jumped 
from the car. which had not then at­ 
tained great speed, and attempted to 
throw the switch by which it would be 
put into a siding; but he failed in this 
and then made an effort to reach the 
car again, 
Finding that his efforts to 
stop the car vvere fruitless, Sullivan 
then came back and notified the yard 
engine and a w ild chase of nearly three 
mile# ensued in an effort to overtake 
the car. 
But this also failed, the car 
having attained aut h speed and such 
a start that all efforts were of no 
avail. 
It is estimated that the coal 
car must have been running over sev­ 
enty miles an hour when the crash 
occurred. 
Scarcely a trace of the car 
Is to be found. 
The engine and tank 
lie a hundred feet beyond tho point 
where the wreck occurred. Small por­ 
tions only of the body of Engineer 
Clark were recovered. 
The bodies of

Since the waters of the Mississippi 
river washed away the last vestige of 
Kaskuskia, the first capital of Illinois, 
aa old legend that contained the proph­ 
ecy of tile total destruction of the one© 
flourishing little city has been recalled. 
Kaskaskia was situated on a peninsula 
ut tile junction of the Kaskaskia ami 
the Mississippi rivers, and in 1882 tile 
Mississippi river out its way through 
the peninsula, leaving the remnant of 
the town on an Island. The water con­ 
tinued to wash away tile rich alluvia! 
deposits on which K askaskia was built 
anti!, late in 1900, tile last foot of the 
land where the town once stood disap- 1 
pea red. 
This singular ending of lias 
kiosk in's once splendid ambitions bas 
recalled to the superstitious the story 
that the town was cursed In the eight­ 
eenth century by an Indian who had 
been wronged by one of the leading 
citizens. 
Jean Benard came to this country 
from Fra nee in 1608, bringing with him 
his wife and ids 10-year old daughtei 
Marie. 
The family settled In Kaskas- 
kia, \\ here Benard established a mer 
chandising business. 
The Frenchman 
f*oou became one of the most prosper 
ohs and most influential men of the 
town. Marie, his daughter, grew’ to be 
a beautiful woman, much courted by 
the most eligible young men of the new 
country. 
She was in no hurry to ac­ 
cept any of them, and her fame as a 
belle spread from Lake Michigan to th* 
gulf of Mexico.

most a year notifies was heard of him 
and Benard thought that Ids daughtei 
had forgotten her lover, for she ap 
pea red gay and careless, aud she ac 
oepted wdtb apparent pleasure Hie at 
teutions of a young Frenchman. 
On* 
night when a large ball at Kaskasklt 
was at its height Marie Benni I disap 
pea red. 
Those who •enrobed for Mai Ie dl* 
covered that the young chief of th* 
Kaskaskiaus had been set4> that even 
lug in the town, and the conclusion wa* 
at once reached that tho girl had elope! 
with him. Benard at once organized » 
party to go In pursuit of the fugitive* 
As there was a heavy snow on th* 
ground, their trail was easily disco? 
cred and followed. 
The Indian and 
Marie had crept away afoot, and a* 
their pursuers were supplied with fast 
horses the young lovers were captured 
after a day’s chase about 40 miles from 
Kaskaskia. Their destination bad been 
the French settlement at KL Louis 
where the Indian had provided a horn* 
for his wife. 
The Indian surrendered without re 
distance, and the pos"0 started on the 
Journey back to Kasl 
kia, taking th* 
two captives. 
Most of the men w’hc 
composed Bena id's party wanted to 
kill the Iudian instantly, but Benard 
would uot allow It, for he said that 
they should leave him to deal with bi* 
daughter’s lover. 
When the party reached Kaskaskia, 
the girl was placed In the convent 
there. 
Then Benard took the Indian 
to the bauk of the Mississippi and, 
binding bim tightly to a log, turned 
him adrift In the river. 
As the help 
less Iudian floated away to his death 
he raised bls eyes to heaven and cursed 
Benard, who, lie declared, would dl* 
a violent death. 
The Indian’s last 
wTords were a prophecy that within 
200 years the waters which were then 
bearing him away would sweep from 
the earth every vestige of the town, 
»o that only the name would be le ft 
The unhappy girl died In the convent 
Benard was killed in 1712 in a duel. 
The last trace of Kaskaskia has been 
obliterated, and the superstitious de­ 
clare that the Indian’s curse has had 
something to do with the passing of th* 
once flourishing town. 
On dark aud 
stormy nights the ghost of the Indian 
Is said to appear. 
The specter, wdtb 
strong arms bound and face upturned, 
floats slowly by on the river where the 
stream sweeps by the site of the van 
ished city in which Marie Benard one* 
lived and in which she died mournlni 
the red man that she loved.--Cbicagc 
iDter Ocean.
